(T. M. McDougall, representing the 
McDougall Landscape Architects, of 
Indianapolis, was in the city .Mon­ 
day and 
in company with 
several 
member-' of the 
citizens’ committee 
went over the grounds. 
Epou enter­ 
ing the park he expressed much sur­ 
prise at the beautiful natural condi­ 
tions. 
lb* said that the contour of 
the grounds could not have been im­ 
proved if the park had been artidcal 
and declared that with a little labor 
it could be 
made one 
of the most 
beautiful spots in Indiana. 
It was 
the first time he had ever seen" the 
park and he was enthusiastic over 
the possibilities of developing it. 
The committee is considering the 
employment of McDougall to devise 
the permanent plans for the beautiti- 
eation of the grounds. 
If a contract 
is entered into with him he will re­ 
tain to the city ¡I- soon as possible 
and draw a plan of the grounds and 
trom that will work out the improve­ 
ments, including 
driveways, hedges 
and while all the work lie suggests 
could not be carried out this year 
improvements 
could be 
made an­ 
nually. 
It has 
been suggested 
that the 
various churches, societies and clubs 
in the city be given the privilege of

OLIVER P. MORTON (1823-1877) 
it was during Oliver P. Morton’s 
term as 
governor that 
he did his 
greatest service and won for himself 
n name as inseparably link ed with 
Indiana history. 
Few men foresaw 
the magnitude of the great war that 
was coming, but 
Morton was pre­ 
pared. 
When President Lincoln on 
April 15, 
1865, called 
for 75,000 
volunteers, Governor Morton at once 
offered the services of 10,000 men. 
Within a week more than three times 
the number ot volunteers required to 
fill 
Indiana’s quota 
offered them­ 
selves. 
A special session of the legislature 
voted $2,000,000 to supply and equip 
Indiana’s volunteers. 
As an execu­ 
tive, organizer and leader of forces, 
Morton had no peer in the union. 
In 1862 when the legislature hesitat­ 
ed 
to mak e additional 
appropria­ 
tions, lie 
secured large 
sums from 
the county boards and small bank s 
and 
from the 
national government 
he secured more than $200,000. 
A 
bureau 
of finance 
was established 
and under the direction of General 
Terrell, this extra legal department 
of state government was conducted 
for 
two years. 
Governor Morton 
was 
universally endorsed 
for this 
move. 
In 
1864 he 
was re-elected 
governor over Joseph E. McDonald 
by more than 20,000 majority. 
In 
1867 he was elected to the United 
States senate.

WAILS “HORRIBLE EXAMPLES.” 
(Indianapolis Star) 
Dr. Harvey Cushing, professor of 
surgery at Harvard I Diversity, who 
returned recently from the war zone, 
makes the suggestion that the sight 
of the wounded and maimed wall have 
a very important bearing on war 
sentiment in the next generation. Ile 
estimates that no fewer than 6,000,- 
000 men have been wounded in the 
present wmr; that a very large per­ 
centage of them wall be crippled for 
life. 
The percentage of the blinded 
and di*figured is much greater than 
usual because of the kind of war- 
fare that is being fought. 
A surprisingly large number of the 
wounds inflicted are those 
of 
the 
head. 
Wounds in the chest and ab­ 
domen are comparatively few. 
The 
number of amputations, also, is not 
*o large as experience in other wars 
might have led the world to expect. 
The extensive use of shrapnel and 
tile fighting in trenches have resulted 
in an unexpectedly large percentage 
of men who have had their faces ter­ 
ribly disfigured. 
They will be living 
examples of the frightfulness of mod­ 
ern warfare. 
It is reasonable to believe that the 
sight o f the maimed and disfigured 
will have a very sobering effect on 
the belligerently inclined who may be 
found in Europe in the next half a 
century. 
War will mean more to 
them than it did to the Europeans of 
a couple o f y ears ago. 
The millions 
who have fallen may be forgotten in 
a few years, but the maimed surviv­ 
or* will be an everpre*erit reminder 
o f what it menus for nations to set­ 
tle their differences by armed con- 
flict.

phanto m German raider Mo ewe and 
bro ught to Hampto n Ro ads po rt a 
captive hv German naval men. 
Germany claims tin* United 
S t a t e s 
go vernment 
sho uld 
surrender 
the 
Appam to Germany 
o n tin* gro und 
that the steamer was captured a s a 
prize o f war and was c o m p e l le d to 
put in at the neutral po rt o f Hamp­ 
to n Ro ads because she was in an 
un sea wo rt h v co ndit io n. 
Lieutenant 
Berg, co mmander 
o f 
tin* prize crew o f the Appam, co n­ 
tends that making 
this po rt under 
these 
co nditio ns leaves 
the vessel 
and cargo legally 
a German prize, 
entitled to be taken 
back to Ger­ 
many and kept as German pro jKTtv. 
Berg cites 
a treaty 
o f 18*28 be­ 
tween the 
United 
S t a t e s 
and Ger­ 
many , to upho ld this theo ry . 
The English representatives claim
